*/ I# On 4 March 1949 a protocol was made between the Soviet Zone and 

Czechoslovakia to extend and expand the trade agreement of 17 July 1948, 
By this protocol the trade agreement has been extended to 31 December 
1949, and it has been expanded to comprise the following:

IV. In order to facilitate the import of pressingly needed goods t contracts 
for our exports should be concluded by 31 May 1949 at the latest. The 
efficials for the peopled industries in the land governments, for the 
unions of peopled industries, and for the industry and trade chambers 
are requested to inform the industries, organizations, etc. under them 
of the trade ^reement and to require them to make offers* If the occasion 
arises, these officials are also to have other fAras make contact with 
the Czechoslovakian monopoly companies. Brief notices of the offers made 
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or copies of the offers are to be seat to our Main Administration for 
Interzonal and Foreign Trade, the Export Division and the Czechoslovakian 
Section, and also to the officials for interzonal and foreign trade in the 
lender governments. The foreign Trade Information Letter of 20 February 
19^9 (H 30384 p) describes the procedures to be folloved in making offers 
and in concluding contracts. Computations are to be made in OS dollars. 

For the calculation of totals, the list of calculation coefficients 
of 20 August 1946 {lii-30373 d) is in effect. **1949 ?rade Agreement, Item... 
is to be on all offers, contracts, confirmations of orders, accounts, etc.

V. According to the decree of 2 March 1949* export orders have precedence 

in the production process, in the procurement of materials, and in tmaaoett * 
They are to be given preference within the limits of ihe given production ~ 
plan. Eventually the appropriate position of export orders is to be indi- 
cated in the production plan. In case, within the limits of the production 
plan, an additional special production directive is accessary, this is 
done automatically with the execution of the delivery order. 


In case of material difficulties , the appropriate agency for executing 
zheolstr^ on the lower levels (for exampLe, the main division 

for industry In the appropriate land government for land-directed industries, 
and the functional main administration of the DVfK for zonally controlled 
industries) is to establish whether provisions have been made for the 
inclusion! of the required material into the lower echelon distribution 
plans, if necessary, the distribution agency will reguest an increase in 
the aliottment from the Main Administration for Procmreraent of Materials 
of the TMZ* In all cases, however, notification vill be sent to the 
Foreign Trade Section of the BHG's Administration for the Collection 
of Goods, which will support the firm making the request. On the basis of 
the above mentioned decree of the DWX, the railroad is required to give 
preference to providtiggE
